road and after finishing his run early

fell asleep.

He was ly- 
ing in the middle of the street with 
.only night clothes on. Later a man 
gave iiia a blanket to put around 
himself. These facts Elliott remem- 
bers only vaguely. Gradually he be- 
gan to realize what had happened, 
however. 
Ail around him were burn- 


ing buildings, toppled-over telegraph- 
poles and trees. His house was 100 
feet from where he was lying. The 
force of the explosion had thrown him. 
from his bedroom out Into the street. 


Barrington steet is'in the north enc 


of Halifax and extends alongside the 
watar front. The "Mount Blanc," th 
ammunition vessel which was

up in Halifax harbor, was about 400 
feet from the site of Elliott's two- 
story home. It was this section of the 
city which received the heaviest im-

Chamberlain, chairman of the military

al powers and responsibilities vested 
in the president cannot bo taken awaj 
by congress. They believe 
support regardless of politics.

by Senator 


Lodge is highly commendable and it 
is one that should be followed not 
only by other republicans but by dem- 
ocrats who, like Senator Stone, are 
disposed to stir up political 
strife, 


sometimes it may be from unworthy 
motives. 


When it comes to a matter of sup- 


porting the administration in the war. 
Stone cannot claim a consistent, record 
of loyalty. If he hopes now to make 
amends for his past opposition to the 
war policy of the administration by 
going to radical extremes, in partisan 
support of it, his present role of 
Its most aggressive defender must ap- 
pear somewhat ridiculous, if not inex- 
plicable.

The responsibility rests on the shoul- 
ders of the president and if it be nec- 
essary to placate republicans In lieu

their support, he should appoint

This 
fact has been his policy; 
but it is 


plain that the republican leaders want 
more. The president 
is willing to 


grant any reasonable concession for 
the sake of harmony, but he may be 
excused if he refuses to permit Pen- 
rose, Chamberlain, Roosevelt and oth- 
ers to tie his hands and thereby jeop- 
ardize the interests, if not the very 
life, of this nation in war. 


DEVELOP WATER POWER 


The recent fuel order has been an 


object lesson upon the use of water 
power instead of coal for manufactur- 
ing purposes. It has certainly furnish- 
ed a great argument in favor of the 
development of the power that goes to 
waste in the Merrimack river. 
The 


same fact 
has 
been 
emphasized 


throughout the nation where water- 
power is going to waste that might bo 
used to save thousands of tons of coal. 


All this should furnish a new incen- 


tive to pass the Water Power bill now 
before congress, the aim of which is to 
preserve for the people the nation's 
most valuable natural asset. 
Some 


50,000,000 water horsepower are at 
stake. The bill in question has been 
formulated by the secretaries of agri- 
culture, the interior and war and ap- 
proved by President Wilson. 


The government has to light at all 


points the efforts of corporations to se- 
cure legislative control of water power 
which belongs to the people, such for 
example as the control of ihe Mcrri- 
maok enjoyed by the Locks and Canals 
company in perpetuity. 


No such ffrantjs should be made by 


any state and if they are made, the 
grantees should share their prolits with 
the people. 


Waterways such as t-he 
Merrimack 


river should be developed for navigable 
purposes as well as for 
power. The 


chief opponents of this form of devel- 
opment are the selrish water companies 
that secured early grants from the leg- 
islature, gran's that have since mili- I 
tated very seriously against the public 
interest. 


The administration bill deals 
with 


water power in national forests, public 
lands, Indian lands and all navigable 
streams or streams capable of 
being 


made navigable. That bill should be- 
come la.w. H is in line with the clear- 
sighted legislation inaugurated by the 
Wilson administration, much of which 
is already in force. It is for the pres- 
ervation of the people's rights in the 
waterways of the nation. For these 
reasons, it. IK to be hoped our con- 
gressmen and senators will give it 
their hearty support.

Thore are three major 
propositions 


relating to the textile schools of Mass- 
achusetts which the committee on ed- 
ucation of the legislature is consider- 
ing, 
according to Senator 
Fred 
\V. 
Cross of Royalston, chairman of 
the 


committee. The first of these i.s that 
the state take over in toto the institu- 
tions and assume aJl the 
operation, 


and maintenance charges; the second 
that the schools in the eastern part 
of the state be consolidated and a. new 
school be established in thn western 
part of the sUite. and the third, that 
cities in which textile schools are now 
located share with the atate the cost 
of maintaining such schools. 
"If we recommend the first proposi- 
tion—state owners-ship—\vo have got to 
consider the cost." declared Senator 
Cross. 
"Tt will cost us about $40,000 


a year for each of the schools in New 
Bedford and Fall River and a little 
more for the, one in JjOwelL Besides 
that we must assume a debt of $50,000 
which one of 
the 
institutions 
now 
carry. So in round 'figures it will cost 
us nearly $200,000. 


"Up to date there has not been a 
great deal said in favor (if consolida- 
tion, and much in opposition." he con- 
tinued. "But that is one phase of the 
situation which a number of the mem- 
bers of the general court want to have 
explained to them. CertainJy if 
thn 
state assumes Iho burden of opera.ting 
and maintaining these schools.'they do 
so for the benefit of all of the people 
of all of the state. 
"There are textile mills in North 


Adams, in Holyoke and in Ohicopco 
in the western part of the state, all 
large concerns, and it would be asking 
too much for the operatives in those 
plants to go to L.owell, to Xew Bod- 
ford or to Fall River to educate them- 
selves in the technical 
operation of 


their business. The great advantage 
of the textile schools is in the estab- 
lishment of evening classes which are 
attended by mill operatives.

The recent fuel order has been an 


object lesson upon the use of water 
power instead of coal for manufactur- 
ing purposes. It has certainly furnish- 
ed a, great argument in favor of the 
development of the power that goes to 
waste in the Merrimack river. 
The 


same, fact 
has 
been 
emphasized 


throughout the nation where water- 
power is going to waste that might be 
used to save thousands of tons of coal. 


All this should furnish a new incen- 


tive to pass the Water Power bill now 
before congress, the aim of which is to 
preserve for the people 
the nation's 


most valuable natural asset. 
Some 


50,000,000 water horsepower itre at 
stake. The bill in question has been 
formulated by the secretaries of agri- 
culture, the interior and war and ap- 
proved by President Wilson. 


The government has to fight at all 


points the efforts of corporations to se- 
cure legislative control of water power 
which belongs to the. people, such for 
example as the control of the Merri- 
mack enjoyed by the Locks and Canals 
company in perpetuity. 


No such grants should be made by 


any state a.nd if they arc made, the 
grantees should share their profits with 
tils people. 


Waterways such as the 
Merrimack 


river should be developed for navigable 
purposes as well as for power. The 
chief opponents of this form of devel- 
opment are the selfish water companies 
dial secured early grants from the leg- 
islature, grants thitt have since mili- 
tated very seriously against the public 
interest. 


The administration bill deals 
with 


water power in national forests, public 
lands, Indian lands and all navigable 
streams or streams capable of being 
m,'jde navigable. That bill yhould be- 
come lav. 
It is in line with the clear- 


sighted legislation inaugurated by the 
Wilson administration, much of which 
is already in force. H is for the pres- 
ervation of the people's rights in the 
waterways of the nation. For these 
resusons. it. is to be hoped our con- 
gressmen and sanatws wili give

In these days of railroad congestion 


wliy not call in the tractor to pull the 
railroads out of a hole. 


The tractor is a new power for use 


in transportation of every kind. It is 
always ready and works without track 
or trolley. It is akin to the tank in the 
universality of its service. 


Since 
the 
railroad 
systems 
are 


blocked and congested, why not use 
tractors on short hauls? 


The big motor trucks are used in 


Lowell and elsewhere, but not nearly 
to the 
extent that they might be. 


There are great possibilities of de- 
velopment in these tractors, tanks and 
motor trucks. 
We should have more 


of them. They supplement the rail- 
•oad systems that are now unable to 
cope with the demands made upon 
them. In every manufacturing city the 
motor truck is a great factor in haul- 
ing not only raw material but manu- 
factured products between factory and 
railroad station. But they can be used 
to advantage in inter-city service al- 
most throughout the entire year. They 
may not be so serviceable in a heavy 
snow storm but they can cope with all 
kinds of weather if the roads are fairly 
good. 
In order that the motor truck 


and the tractor may have a chance to 
do their best work, the roads should 
be made good and kept in passable 
condition at all times. 
'

relating: to the textile .schools of Mass- 
achusetts which the committee on ed- 
ucation of the legislature is consider- 
ing, according to Senator

AV~. 


Cross of Royalston, chairman of 
the 


committee. The first of these is that 
the state take over in toto the institu- 
tions and assume all the 
operation, 


and maintenance charges; the second 
that the schools in (ho eastern par! 
of the state be, consolidated and a new 
school be established in the western 
part of the state, and the third, that 
cities in which textile schools are now 
located share with the state the cost 
of maintaining such schools. 


"If \yd recommend the first proposi- 


tion—state, ownership—we ha.ve got to 
consider thAcost," declared Senator 
Cross. "It will cost us about $40,000 
a yea.r for ea.ch of the schools in New 
Bedford and FaJ! Rivet- and a little 
more for the one in Lowell. Besides 
that we must assume a debt of $50.000 
which 0113 of 
the 
institutions 
now 
carry. So in round figures it will cost 
us nearly .$200,000. 


"Up to date there has not been a 
great deal said in favor of consolida- 
tion, and muc.-i in opposition," he con- 
tinued. "But t.hut is one phnse of the 
situation which a number of i.he mem- 
bers of tho general court want to ha.ve 
explained to them. Certainly if 
the 
state assumes the burden of operating 
and maintaining these schools, they do 
so for I.he benefit of a.ll of the people 
of all of the state. 
"There are textile mills in North 


Adams, in Holyoko and 
in- Chicopee 


in the western part ot the state, all 
large concerns, and it would be asking 
too much for the operatives in those 
plants to go to Lnwcll, to New Bed- 
ford or to Fall River to educate them-
